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In view of the fact that many War Funds have terminated their activities, the General 
Council wish to state that King George’s Fund for Sailors, although inaugurated 
during the war, is a permanent fund, now incorporated under Royal Charter, and 
that it is hoped to continue its activities in perpetuity. 
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GENERAL. 


In presenting the 8th Annual Report of King George’s Fund for. Sailors, that for the 
year 1924, the General Council are pleased to be able to record continued and satisfactory progress. 


The receipts, less legacies and interest on investments, in the General Fund during the past year 
show an increase of £1,430, and this is partly made up by a continued augmentation in the number of 
annual subscribers. As the receipts from annual subscriptions form one of the most stable items in the 
income of a charitable fund, it is hoped that the satisfactory progression in this particular, which has 
been noticeable during the last three years, will continue steadily. 


In the early part of the year conditions of trade and industry showed little improvement on those 
experienced since 1920, but in the last few months a change for the better occurred, and this was followed 
by a perceptible and welcome awakening in the support received by the Fund from former helpers, 
many of whom had not previously renewed their initial assistance when the Fund was first established. 
In this regard the Council desire to point out that, for the present at any rate, the demands from the 
Marine Charities show no diminution, and if the annual grants made by the Fund are to be continued 
at the same level as heretofore, the support from individual contributors must be well maintained. A 
recent compilation has shown that the Marine Benevolent and Welfare Institutions in the United 
Kingdom alone require to raise over £1,124,000 a year to meet their obligations, and, valuable though 
the large annual allocations of the Fund have undoubtedly been, there is ample need for their expansion. 


The general legacies received during the year amount to £3,611 17s. 4d., which is additional to the 
handsome sum of £60,000 received for administration as the H. H. Wills Fund. With regard to this 
the Council have great gratification to report that early in the year they were informed by Mrs. M. M. C. 
Wits, Mr. W. Sr. J. F. Mites and Mr. O. R. A. Srmpxin, C.B., the Public Trustee, who are the 
Trustees of the estate of the late Mr. HENRY HERBERT WILLS, that they proposed to transfer to the 


Fund by deed of trust a proportion of the shares of the residue of the estate which Mr. Wit1s had 
bequeathed for the benefit of seamen of the Mercantile Marine. Subsequently the sum of £60,000 was 
received, and invested in the names of the Official Trustees by the Finance Committee, to form a special 
Trust to be called the “‘ Henry Herbert Wills Fund’”’; the income thereof to be distributed by the 
General Council of the Fund, in collaboration with Mrs. WILLS, amongst Marine Charities working on 
behalf of seamen of the Merchant Service. In addition to the capital sum for investment, a further 
£2,000 was received from the Trustees as an absolute gift, without any conditions save that it be employed 
for the purposes of the Mercantile Marine only as the Council should think fit. The names of the 
recipients of this will be found in the Distribution Appendix on page 12. 


The grateful thanks of the Chairman and Council of the Fund were conveyed to the Wills’ Trustees 
for this munificent gift, and for the confidence thus shown by them in the methods of administration 
of the Fund. The three Trustees were subsequently appointed Honorary Life-Governors of the Fund 
by H.R.H. THE DUKE oF YorK, President, at the General Council meeting in St. James’s Palace. It 
only remains for the Council to make due and grateful acknowledgment here of the liberality of the late 
Mr. H. H. Wits, and his generous and practical recognition of the debt incurred by the inhabitants 
of these islands to its seafarers. The Council find it difficult to express adequately the gratification and 
encouragement given by such a benefaction, and the subsequent action of the Trustees in handing over 
this handsome bequest to them for administration. 


The Council, in tendering their grateful appreciation to those who have so generously contributed 
to the Fund during the year, desire to give special mention to the following :—

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The Council also desire to thank very cordially those workers in the provinces through whose efforts 
support has been received during the year. Their cordial thanks are once again due to the Merseyside 
Appeal Committee, who held a Flag Day in Liverpool on the anniversary of the Battle of Jutland, on 
behalf of the Fund, as a result of which the sum of £676 2s. 6d. was subsequently received by the Fund. 
The occasion was made a civic function, and representatives of the principal nautical charities in 
Liverpool and its suburbs took part in the proceedings and contributed to make the day a success. To 
the organisers, Mr. F. G. D’ArETH, Hon. Secretary, Miss L. REDFEARN, and the members of the Appeal 
and Ladies’ Committees, the Council wish to tender special thanks for their continued help and interest.

In thanking those who have done so much for the Fund in the past year, the Council wish to record 
their appreciation of the great assistance at all times rendered by the Press. It would be impossible to 
estimate the value of the publicity so readily accorded to the work of the Fund from time to time. 


Asa means of making known the work of the Fund, a second edition of the Record of the Marine 
Benevolent and Welfare Institutions of the United Kingdom, first published in 1917, was issued in 
August. It is considered that this work should be of considerable use to all those concerned in the 
administration of charitable funds for seafarers and their dependents. Moreover, with the view of 
every officer and man throughout the Royal Navy and the Merchant Service having the knowledge, or 
means of knowledge, of the many Institutions that have been established for the benefit of sailors, 
it would be very desirable if a copy of this publication was carried in every seagoing ship. This 
would meet a long-felt want. Copies may be purchased from the Secretary, price 3s. 6d. each, a 
reduction being made if bought in quantities. It is hoped that those interested will invest in one or 
more, and thus help to defray the expenses of production. 


The General Council met six times during the year. H.R.H. THE DUKE oF York, the President 
of the Fund, was graciously pleased to preside at the November meeting, and H.R.H. THE DUKE OF 
CONNAUGHT, Chairman of the General Council, at that in June. Four meetings were held in the Court 
Room of the Trinity House and one at St. James’s Palace, by the gracious permission of His MAJESTY THE 
Kine. The Annual General Meeting, by kind permission of the LoRD Mayor, took place at the Mansion 
House; the Lorp Mayor, as a Vice-President of the Fund, presiding on that occasion. The General 
Council, on behalf of all those interested in the Fund, desire to thank most cordially the Elder Brethren 
of the Trinity House for the continued kindness and hospitality extended by them to the Fund since 
its inauguration.

The Distribution Committee (under the Chairmanship of Captain Sir H. Acton BLAKE), the Finance 
Committee (Chairman, Sir JoHN B. WIMBLE) and the Collecting Committee (Chairman, Captain Sir ARTHUR 
W. CLARKE) have met at intervals during the year, and the Council desire to thank the members of these 
Committees for their regular attendance and for their valuable advice and assistance. 
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DISTRIBUTION. 

The number of applications from Marine Benevolent Institutions to participate in the Main Grants 
of the Fund was 86, and of these 80 were allocated grants. The total grants during the year amounting 
to £42,650. 


INTERIM GRANTS. 

These are given to meet urgent demands for assistance, which cannot well wait until the Main 
Distribution at the end of the year, and totalled £4,650. The majority of these were awarded in the 
first half of the year, when distress was more prevalent, and, with one exception, were given to Samaritan 
Funds for relief of individual distress. 


PS Bee WILLS FUND: 

As no interest from this Trust accrued during the year no distribution was made. The special 
grant of £2,000 by the H. H. Wills Trustees was included in the Main Grants, and is shown in the 
Distribution List and Appendix. 


MAIN GRANTS. 

These grants amounted to £38,000. The greater portion was awarded to the various old established 
Institutions and Funds, but quite a considerable sum was allocated to Samaritan Funds dealing with 
distress amongst seafarers and their dependents, chiefly as a result of the war. Though there is still a 
fair amount of distress in this particular, there are distinct signs of improvement, not only in London, 
but at provincial seaports. The General Council wish to express their satisfaction at the way in which 
special cases of hardship have been dealt with by the Committees and Staffs of those bodies administering 
these Special Funds, and to thank them most cordially for their services, which are given entirely 
voluntarily, and by whom, in most cases, no administrative charges are made. 


The plight of the dependents of those deceased seafarers, officers and men of the Royal Navy and the 
Merchant Service who have died untimely, or after long illness, has been a special object of the Fund’s 
attention, remembering it is just such obscure penury that its supporters desire to reach. Grants for 
assistance in sickness and poverty, for widows and children, for aged mothers and dependent sisters, 
have been made through the medium of the bounty and other funds of existing institutions. The distress 
of the mariners of a past generation have also been met by the Fund’s increase of the number of pensions 
distributed by the recognised pensions funds, and by, in some cases, an augmentation to the amount 
given to help the recipients in meeting the increased cost of living that brings an intolerable struggle in 
their narrow circumstances. The Distribution Committee has satisfied itself that the necessary investi- 
gation of all such cases has been carefully carried out. 


Fifty-two of the Institutions or Funds applying for grants during the year have been inspeedcn 
and reported upon by the Honorary Visitors to the Fund. The reports received were of great interest 
to the Council, and of much assistance when the allocation of grants was under consideration. The 
Council desire to express their hearty thanks and appreciation to the Honorary Visitors for the time 
and trouble they have given on behalf of the Fund. 


The General Council are open to receive special or urgent applications from Marine Institutions at 
any time during the year, when they will come up for immediate consideration. On the second Saturday 
in March an advertisement will be inserted in the Press, inviting applications from Marine Benevolent 
Institutions desirous of being considered at the Main Distribution of the Fund for the current year. It 
is desired again to emphasise the fact that the absence of a grant, or the variation in the amount of a 
grant, to a Marine Benevolent Institution implies only that the Council, having before them the current 


‘circumstances of the case, have decided upon the allocation accordingly.

After the Minutes of the last meeting had been signed, His Royat Hicuness, the President, gave 
the following address :— 


“My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 


As you are aware, this Council Meeting is the most important in our year, since its main purpose is to 
receive and approve the recommendations of the Distribution Committee in its allocation of the grants to be 
made to the Marine Benevolent Institutions. We are again able to divide up a very considerable sum, and this 
will bring the total distribution of the Fund since its inception in 1917, to £404,067. I think this is an achieve- 
ment that we may regard as satisfactory. It must not be forgotten, however, that the Marine Benevolent 
and Welfare Institutions in this country require over £1,124,000 annually to meet their responsibilities. This 
gives an indication of the magnitude of the voluntary efforts for seafarers and their dependents, which it is 
the primary object of our Fund to encourage and assist. Though we may take pride in what we have so far 
accomplished, there must be no relaxation in our endeavours to maintain its grants at the same, if not ata 
higher level than heretofore. I think we may feel assured that, as each year passes, and the world gradually 
settles down after the greatest upheaval in history, British trade and shipping will gradually come into their 


own again. 


In taking this opportunity of expressing the pleasure it is to see a number of our Vice-Presidents and 
Honorary Visitors here to-day, I wish to extend a cordial welcome to Sir Alfred Read, Vice-Admiral George 
Mansell and Wing-Commander Louis Greig, who have joined the General Council since our last meeting here. 


The Fund is able to record a very satisfactory year. Not only do the annual subscriptions and donations 
show an appreciable increase, but the Fund has been handed over for administration the greater portion of the 
munificent bequest made by the late Mr. Henry H. Wills for the benefit of seamen of the Merchant Service. 
It gives me great pleasure, with the powers conferred on me as President of the Fund, to appoint Mrs. 
M. M. C. Wills, Mr. F. St. J. Miles and Mr. O. R. A. Simpkin, C.B., the executors of Mr. Wills’ estate, Honorary 
Life-Governors of the Fund. I know I am voicing not only the gratitude of the Council, but also of all 
seamen, for the relief of their brethren in sickness.and distress, which this splendid gift enables us to provide. 


In conclusion, I should like to express a hope that executors similarly situated may follow the excellent 
example which has been set in such generous fashion by those of the Wills’ estate. I would express also my 
gratification at the’continued progress and activity of the Fund.” 


The Report of the Distribution Committee was presented by Captain Sir ACTON BLAKE, the Chairman; 
that of the Finance Committee by Sir JoHN WIMBLE, the Chairman ; and that of the Collecting Committee 
by Commodore Sir RICHARD WILLIAMS BULKELEY. It was resolved in each case that the Report be 
received and adopted.
